General Corbln Closely Qnestloued. 


For Boston Dry Dock. 


Special dispatches,Washington, Deo.22 
' Adjutant General Corhin was the first 
witness at the war investigation today. 
He was rigidly questioned regarding 
the selection of Camp Alger. He said 
the removal of the camp was dictated 
by the secretary of war himself. 
Its 


original establishment was recommend- 
ed by Captain Seaburn of Genera] 
Miles' staff. The witness said at the 
time that it would not be a good camp. 
He understood from Secretary Alger 
that General Miles had something to 
do with the selection of the camp at 
Tampa, designed for nothing but a 
point for embarkation. 


The witness said he had not seriously 


contemplated the war until it was a 
fact. He had hoped to the last mo- 
ment that it would be averted. On 
April 10, the army for its size was well 
equipped 
and 
thoroughly supplied. 


Never was any army better equipped, 
clothed or fer,or had better morale than 
our regulars at that time The witness 
did not think the war department con- 
templated war %itil it was declared 


1 by congress and appropriations were 
' available. The possibility was thought 
' of, but there were no general prepara- 
, tions. 


Colonel Denby, who conducted the 


examination, here suggested to Gen- 
eral Corbin that he observed the latter 
was cautious and reticent, and ex- 
plained, "It is not our object to criti- 
cize the strategy That is nbt our busi- 
ness. The strategy of the war may 
have been right or may have been 
wrong, but our object is to determine 
whether the war department acted effi- 
ciently." 
General Corbin said when 


General Shatter's expedition started it 
took all the transports possible to ob- 
tain. The supply was not equal to the 
demand. It had been planned to carry 
about 25,000 troops at that time. 
In- 


stead 17,000 were taken. He referred 
to the letter of General Miles, dated 
June 24, laying out the plan of cam- 
paign of war and said it was not ap- 
proved. 


The war department has not yet de- 


termined the plans to definitely mus- 
ter out 50,000 volunteers decided upon 
at the cabinet meeting yesterday, but 
it is understood the work will^be map- 
ped out by the first of the year. It has 
been practically decided to muster out 
all the troops in the Philippines as fast 
as they can be replaced by regulars 
so as not to hamper the military ad- 
ministration of the islands. 
Follow- 


ing these the troops in tae West In- 
dies will be discharged. 


The na^y department is preparing 


advertisements to be issued soon for 
bids for construction of a Boston dry 
dock 700 by 300 feet of stone and ce- 
ment to accomodate the largest ships 
of the navy the cost to be over a mil- 
lion dollars.

New York, Dec. 
22 — A heavy fog

of the navy during the war treat of

lished official reports, the documents 
still contain many minor reports that 
throw side lights on interesting phases

In the brief record of the proceedings 


of the naval war board, an unknown 
hero is brought to light in the person of 
Ensign H. H. Ward, who at the begin- 
ning of the war was on duty in the 
navigating bureau. He volunteered for 
secret service duty, and his exploits, 
about which nothing has been said in 
the past, may well be placed on record 
beside those of other heroes. Within a 
week after the declaration of war, En- 
sigu Y.rard clisiguised himself and went 
straight into the heart of the enemy's 
country, making his headquarters at 
Cadiz, the principal Spanish naval sta- 
tion, and informing the navy depart- 
ment here of the actual strenght of the 
Spanish naval vessels and their move- 
ments. 
Then he went to the West In- 


dies and reported everything that was 
going on there of importance to the 
American navy. 
Next he went, in dis- 


guise, to Porto Rico, where he was ar- 
rested aa a suspected spy. By adroit- 
ness he managed to secure his release. 
and, escaping- from Sau Juan, cabled the 
navy department a full account of the 
defenses there, and the preparations 
making for the reception of the Spanish 
squadron under Cervera. All this time 
even the officials of the navy department 
were under the impression that Mr. 
Ward was engaged in installing a sys- 
tem of coast signals on the New Eng- 
land coast. 
While Ward was in Porto 


Rico, Ensign Buck, another attache of 
the 
navigation 
bureau, was on the 


shores of tlis Mediterranean, in disguise, 
watching- every movement of the squad- 
ron under Admiral Qamara, which start- 
ed for the Philippines, but turned back. 


Of the strategy board itself, it is said 


that It was part of its duty to keep in- 
formed of all of the movements, re- 
sources and plans of the Spanish naval 
forces through secret agents, and it is 
now known that the navy'was thus in- 
formed of all important movements. At 
times, however, information was con- 
flicting, and decisions had to be made 
as to whicfi report was true. 


The reports of the famous naval bat- 


tle at Cavite include one from Consul 
General Wildman.

An unpublished report up to this time 


is one of Admiral Schley, dated June 1, 
giving an account of the bombardment 
by his fleet of the fo'rtifications of San- 
tiago, the day before Sampson arrived 
on the scene. The report says in part:

though the shots fell over and around 
them. 
I have learned from the insur- 


gents that the Reina Mercedes was 
struck by a shell and eight men were 
killed; also that a number of shoti 
struck the Morro.

Rollinger's restaurant, appeaced at po- 
lice headquarters yesterday and told of 
her relations with Rollinger. The police 
believe her statements give a motive for 
the crime which Rollinger is accused of 
—that of murdering and partly cremat- 
ing his wife. According to Miss Hecker, 
Rollinger always represented himself as 
a single man, and when she discovered 
he had a wife and daughter she gradual- 
ly broke off relations with him. This 
made Rollinger angry, and soon aftar, 
according; to Miss Hecker,-Rollinger be- 
gan to maltreat his wife, and several 
times accused her of being too careless 
with the Jamp she was accustomed to 
carry around the house.

The rapiclily of a lens is a term used to 


denote the length of time which it require 
to form and impress an image on t!ie 
sensitive plats. Rapidity depends on f!;:• 


j manner of construction and the glass em 


I ployed in tb« making of tho lens. Tlio i:s 
, tensity or brilliancy of the image depend? 
j upon the amount of light gathered by the 


lens. 


The focus of the lens is tho point dis- 


tant from tjie lens where the rays iiicot 
Now, 
if the ground glnss which receives 


this image is placed either aitfe of this 
point, it will receive not a point but a 
spot of light, and the image will be more 
or less distinct as the glass is removed 
nearer to or farther from the point where 
the rays meet. 


The centers of the bounding surfaces of 


a lens are called centers of curvature, and 
the straight linq^Chrough' the center of 
curvature is called the axis of the lens. If 
I-beam of light parallel to the axis falls 
upon a lens, it will be collected by refrao 
tion at a single point. The point is called 
the principal focus, and its distance from 
the lens the principal focal distance. 


The conjugate foci of a lens is the rela- 


tion between the different distances at 
Which an object is formed by the lena. 
The farther away an object is from th» 
lens the nearer to the lens is its image 
formed, while tho nearer it is to the lens 
the farther away will be the formation of 
the image. So for every distance at which 
an object is placed from a lens there is a 
corresponding distance in the formation 
of the image by the lens, and these rela- 
tive distances are called the conjugate 
foci.—Harper's Round

The nine-hour contract clause will be 


a matter for ci.scussion until a set- 
tlement is reached. 
It is something 


that might have been settled months 
ago had union labor been as fraternal 
as it wants to be considered. When 
the matter of a short hour clay and -a 
contract clause' as well as the price 
per day to be paid" city laborers was 
before the city council it was with- 
drawn at the request of union labor 
when success was in sight. And at 
that time leaders in the Central labor 
union did not 
hesitate to speak of 


their lack of interest in the matter 
since it was not possible to organize 
the laborers to whom the benefits 
would go. An ordinance containing all 
that has been contended for during the 
city campaigrn was fairly before the 
council; the council committee on or- 
dinances gave public hearings, and 
i.~ere was every indication that the 
ordinance 
would have passed with 


some amendments, such as substi- 
tuting a nine-hour day for an eight- 
hour day. 
Suddenly Interest in the 


matter dwindled and the decision of 
Mayor Cady to enforce the nine-hour 
law was given as the reason for the 
withdrawal 
of

ordinance.

functions. It is a duty of the council 
to meet this question and the council 
should not shirk it. Any shirking- on 
the part of the council will throw un- 
deserved blame on the executive.

The city elections are over in Massa- 


chusetts, the last one having been held 
jeslerJay in UK- t-ity of Norili Adams. 
As was expected i\Iayor Cady was re- 
elected and the republican ticket was 
generally suctf tstul. 


The surpv'^e of the day was the large 


vote the workingmen's candidate, Mr. 
Dobsor, received. Mr. Dobson receiv- 
ed nearly 1000 votes and so far as can 
be learned both of the other political 
parties contributed abou.t an equal 
number of the votes. The induction 
of a workingman's ticket in the field 
made a decided change in the canvas-s- 
in North Adams, and is really moie 
significant than people might think. 


For instance, the •tthole number of 


ballots cast for mayor was 2S63. 
Of 


this number Cady, republican, receiv- 
ed 1365; 
Dobson, wtorkingman, 937; 


Goodrich, democrat, 511. If it were 
not for the fact that the democratic 
party is so small and the republican 
party so large in North Adams the 
Dobson vote might have cut a widely 
different 
figure, and 
indeed, might 


have elected him mayor of North Ad- 
ams Tuesday, for, it will be observed, 
Mr. Dobson received more than one- 
third of the total vote cast. Further 
than this, if North Adams was not in 
reality almost overwhelmingly repub- 
lican, many workingmen would have 
probably turned toward Mr. Dobson 
who voted for one of the other can- 
didates, for this reason they knew he 
could not succeed and they did not see 
the use of throwing away their votes. 


In Pittsfield the introduction of a 


strong 
workingman's 
ticket 
would 


have a more sweeping effect than in 
North Adams, for here, the republi- 
cans and democrats are pretty evenly 
divided. Mr. Dobson's vote illustrates 
anew the strength of the labor vote 
when it is in intelligent 
hands. 
It 


shows it can if it will, control the poll- 
tics in all the industrial centers and 
the recent 
elections throughout the 


state, particularly in Haverhill, are be- 
ginning to -show that 
the laboring 


classes are protesting against combi- 
nations of wealth when such alliances 
tend to tread upon the rights of the 
public. 


Another element which makes the 


working classes dissatisfied is the evi- 
dences they see of great wealth with 
an apparently corresponding difficulty 
in obtaining steady work for 
them- 


selves?. The laboring man does not care 
so much about politics when he has a 
full stomach and plenty of work but 
let him be denied a portion of either, 
his mind will turn to the ballot box 
and the Idea that certain knids of leg- 
islation can better his condition. 


And why is not that the most natural

THE PRESENT WINTER ONE OF THE 


HARDEST SO FAR ON RECORD. 


Pilot* Say Th«r Have Never KBOWB 


Sach Severe Storm* So Early In tbe 
Seaiuu— The Sontkeiut Wind 


Different Pointn of View.

KEW YORK, Deo. 22.— [Speolal].— Men 


who have served as pilots oil this coast all 
their livus say they have never known 
such a succession of storms and spells of 
weather at this season as they have expe- 
rienced this year. This in the face of tho 
fact that November and December are al- 
ways hard months. 


Tho truth is that winter has set in un- 


usually early anil vv ith exceptional severi- 
ty all around >iew York. There has been 
more cold weather go far here than is of- 
ten experienced by the end of January. 
Tbe snowfall to date has been much 
heavier than the entire snowfall of many 
a winter. Now Yorkers who for years 
have been wishing that they might ozperi- 
ence "au old fashioned winter" are Ret- 
ting the full of their desire and disoovor- 
int; at the same time that "an old fash- 
ioned winter" is not, after all, exactly 
whut it is cracked up to be. 


In reality most New Yorkers labor un- 


der a queer misapprehension concerning 
the weather here, for, as has often been ex- 
ploited in print, most New Yorkers are not 
to the manner born. They are Now Yorkers 
now, to be sure, but they were not Now 
Yorkers in their youth and during the 
yoars to which their memories of "old 
fashioned winters" run back. The se- 
vere seasons which they have in mind 
were not experienced here; they were ex- 
perienced in Maine, in New York state, 
in Massachusetts, in Pennsylvania, in al- 
most every state of the Union. Notwith- 
standing the youth of euoh states as the 
Dakotas, Nebraska, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and other extremely cold commonwealths 
of the middle northwest, they have fur- 
nished many among those who are now 
New Yorkers, and their "old fashioned 
winters" wore never duplicated here. 
Their old fashioned winters were seasons 
in which 10, 20, SO and even 40 degrees 
below zero were not uncommon, yet any 
degrees at all below zero is very unusual 
here and always has been. The records 
of the weather bureau show that if any- 
thing tho old time winters in New York 
were milder than the more recent ones, 
though of course there have, been one or 
two exceptionally severe winters in the 
past, not duplicated very lately, when the 
East river was frozen over solid enough 
for men to walk between Brooklyn and 
New York on the ice. 


Dangers of Thl» Cottmt, 


Talking with the writer this morning, 


a pilot of 20 years' standing said that but 
for one thing v-he approaches to New York 
harbor would be among the most danger- 
ous in the whole world. That one thing 
is the circumstance that the wind never 
blows from the southeast here more than 
12 hours. In all his experience he has 
never known a blow from that direction 
to continue for that length of time. A 
southeast wind of even six hours' duration 
is unusually extended, and blows of eight 
and ton hours, while not unknown, are 
exceedingly rare. 


"If you will look at a map of this 
coast," said tha pilot, "you will see that 
the entrance to Now York harbor lies at 
the point of an angle furnished by the 
shores of New Jersey and the southern 
shores of Long Island. Whenever the 
wind blows strong from tbe southeast it 
piles the waters of tho Atlantic into the 
angle and causes tremendous tides. A six 
hours' blow, especially if it be coincidental 
with an incoming tide, may sometimes 
bring the water up on the lovel with the 
Battery sea wall and -flood the cellars of 
thousands of down town business places. 


"Such a blow is especially dangerous to 


•hipping. A sailing vessel is virtually 
helpless. The nearer she gets to shore the 
narrower is the stretch of sea «ach side of 
her, and she cannot possibly tack in such 
a way as to avoid, being driven ashora 
either on Long Island or New Jersey. An 
eight hours' blow would undoubtedly 
bring every sailing vessel within 40 or 50 
wiles close to the shore, and would as cer- 
tainly wreck a large proportion of them. 
A 12 hours' blow, which, as ^ say, I have 
never experienced, would do an untold 
amount of damage. Nor are sailing ves- 
sels the only craft endangered by a south- 
east wind here. It is exceedingly danger- 
ous to steamers of moderate power, espe- 
cially when they are coming in light, as 
EO many of them are just now after grain 
freights, thus presenting an unusually high 
freeboard to the action of the wind. 


Com ins In Light; Gains Oat Fall. 
"I recall no previous time," continued 


the speaker, "when so many vessels were 
coming in light compared with the num- 
ber going out heavily laden unless it was 
possibly last spring just before and just 
after the beginning of tho war with Spain. 
Whether we are to continue shipping away 
such a great excess over imports as we 
are now sending out is a question to be 
discussed by the economist and not by the 
pilot. If this state of affairs were to con- 
tinue. I should think it likely that in time 
we would have all tho rooney there is in 
the world accumulated in this country. 


"Sea captains coming iu light hate to 


arrive in anything but 
calm weath- 


er. 
Their ships are always steadied with 


ballast, of course, and this Invllust has to 
be discharged before they can tako a cargo 
aboard. 
They like to do tho discharging 


about SO or 80 miles out, somewhere near 
the 
Scotland lightship, for instance. 


There the water is deep enough so that 
ballast can be quickly dumped overboard 
Without tending to make it unduly shonl. 


"But in the harbor the dumping of bal- 


last is not allowed. Sea captains some- 
times break tbe rule tmdor cover of dark- 
ness or fog, but they are always punished 
when discovered, for the harbor is so 
shoal now that dredging to the amount of 
millions of dollars is being constantly 
urged, and ballapt not got rid of out at 
sea rouge bo taken away from tbe ships 
and carried >;o deep water at the expense 
of the ship's owners. This expense- is 
sometimes very coamdarable, and the cap- 
tnin who Incurs it is sure to be soundly 
rated by his employers. 


"It isn't much of a thing to be a sea 


captain nowadays," said tho pilot sadly, 
•winding up his talk. "I oau remember 
whou a sea captain was one of the most 
independent men that ever drew breath. ' 
He was tho whole push, to use a landlub- 
ber's expression. Ho could take on what 
cargo he liked, and the suocess or failure 
of the voyage was almost invariably de- 
termined by his business ability. In these 
days of ocean cables he acts constantly ac- 
cording to instructions, and his responsi- 
bility Is not a whit greater than that of 
•n ordinary truckman or coach driver."

SHOULD N01 EXEMPT COLLEGES 


Willams College Taxation Discussed 


[By State Assessors. 


The assessors of the state met in Bos- 


ton yesterday and discussed college 
taxation. 
The main feature of the 


meeting1 was the address of Thomas 
Hills of Boston on the exemption of 
college property from taxation and the 
Williams college decision. 


After a large array of facts on the 


subject, and some general principles 
in regard to the subject as a whole, he 
took up specific cases. In regard to 
Williams college, he reviewed the opin- 
ion of the court at some length, hold- 
ing that it is right to tax the houses 
of professors which are the property 
of the college, even though the salary 
be less than it would have been, in 
consideration of the salary being lower 
than if the professor paid rent. He re- 
garded dormitories as not taxable un- 
der the law, even though the students 
pay- rent for their rooms. 


A unanimous vote of thanks was 


given to Mr. Hills for his address. He 
observed privately afterward that the 
association was doubtless practically 
unanimous against those who would 
exempt college property.

In spite of the difficulty the doctors 


say they have in distinguishing the 
disease, those who have once sufferec 
with it are unanimous in saying that 
there is no trouble in knowing when 
one has it. It is noticeable also that a 
local physician who has himself had 
the pip says he finds it much easier 
to diagnose it since then. The grip is 
usually ushered in by chills. These 
are followed by a slight rise of tem- 
perature, pain in the head, great 
bronchial irritation and a troublesome 
and persistent cough. Associated with 
these symptoms are pains in the mus- 
cles and a general feeling of lassitude. 
After these earlier- symptoms the pa- 
tient is affected according to his tem- 
perament and former "bringing up." 


HEARING BEGINS NEXT WEEK. 


On the Famons L. L Brown Paper 


Company Case. 


John W. Mason of Northampton has 


given notice to Crosby & Noxon, local 
counsel for the plaintiffs, and to the 
other attorneys in the action that he 
will begin the hearing of the case of 
the L. L. Brown Paper company 
against L. L. Brown, next Tuesday. It 
is remembered that Judge Aiken, as 
auditor, heard the case for about 12 
days at intervals durirg 1898 and 1897, 
and just when a continued hearing was 
about to be set he was appointed one 
of the justices of the superior court. 
Counsel on both sides would have been 
glad for him to have finished the mat- 
ter, even as a court case, but his other 
duties on the bench prevented, and he 
in turn appointed John W. Mason of 
Northampton, who has had to do with 
the bank affairs there. 


The case involves nearly half a mil- 


lion dollars and grows out of the fi- 
nancial operations of Mr. Brown, when 
he was president of the company for 
some 14 years, and until 1891, when 
the concern went into insolvency. The 
evidence thus far taken has been tran- 
scribed, but how far that will be used 
before the new auditor is not known. 
The hearing involves the examination 
of the books and other papers of the 
company for a long period of time, and 
when the last hearing closed E. A. 
Buss, a Boston expert and accountant, 
who had been examined for seven days 
by the plaintiff, was just on cross-ex- 
amination by Mr. Williams for Mr. 
Brown.
